History apparently is re- 
peating itself in Germany’s 
Submarine warfare against 
Allied shipping. In 1917-18 
unrestricted U-boat campaign 
reached its peak and had the 
Allies near defeat. Admiral 
Jellicoe advised the Prime 
Minister that the loss of ship- 
ping might soon force the Al- 
lies to sue for peace. 

By prodigious effort and an in- 
tensified convoy system, the men- 
ace was overcome. Sinkings de- 
clined rapidly and the rate of 
shipbuilding outstripped losses.

Executive Dies 
WINNIPEG, Oct. 21. — (CP) — 
Thomas T. Waldon, former presi- 
dent of the Marshall-Wells Com- 
panies of Canada, died at his home 
here last night. 
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The meeting, kept in strict 
secrecy in advance, was an in- 
formal gathering, not a formal 
joint session such as the Cana- 
dian parliament or United States 
Congress sometimes hold to hear 
distinguished guests.

Nazi Assaults 
At Stalingrad

Hitler's latest week-old offen- 

give against Stalingrad was re- 
ported dwindling today as cold 
rain again drenched the cemetery 
streets, and Russian headquarters 
announced the Red armies had 
heid their lines unbroken for 48 
hours. 

It was the 58th day of Siege, just 
five days short of equalling the 
historic Russian stand in the nine- 
week siege of Odessa last year. 

German field headquarters ack- 
nowledged the Russians were 
launching powerful diversion at- 
tacks against the Nazi-guard north 
flank, north of Stalingrad, but as- 
serted they had been repulsed in 
heavy fighting. 

STRESS BAD WEATHER 

For the second successive day the 
Germans stressed bad weather con- 
ditions along the battle line, saying 
that rains ,were hampering opera- 
tions both in the Stalingrad zone 
and in the Caucasus. 

As the din of battle subsided, 
with Nazi attacks growing suc- 
cessively weaker, the Soviet com- 
mand reported the city’s rein- 
forced defenders had beaten off 
a series of attacks and “hurled 
back the enemy to his original 
| positions.”

Allied bombing of enemy troops 
and supply concentrations in the 
Solomons seemed thus far to have 
stalled, at least temporarily the 
| full force of a Japanese thrust to 
retake the American-held Guadal- 
canal airbase and win control of 
the Southwest Pacific. 

While a large force of Japanese 
warships and auxiliary vessels in 
the Solomons and reinforced enemy 
troops on northwestern Guadal- 
canal still held an expected attack 
in Leash, United States bombers 
dropped explosives on the island's 
invaders Oct. 18 and 19, and started 
fires at the Japanese Rekata Bay 
base on Santa Isabel island, 150 
miles to the northwest. 


ATTACK AIRDROME 

At that same time, Allied head- 
quarters in Australia reported last 
night that Allied bombers were be- 
lieved to have inflicted extensive 
damage on the Japanese airdrome 
and shipping at Buin, Bougainville 
Island, about 315 miles northwest of 
Guadalcanal. 

In the north Pacific, the Navy 
announced that Oct. 18 the 
Army’s heavy four-motored Lib- 
erator bombers smashed again at 
the island of Kiska, the last of 
three Aleutian bases once held 
by the Japanese. Twelve tons of 
bombs were dropped on enemy 
shore installations and on e 
beached ship in the harbor. Fires 
were set in the camp area, 

The expected Japanese assault to 
recapture Guadalcanal airfield from 
which the aerial attacks evidently 
are being launched, appeared still 
to be forming although the Navy 
said the enemy has not landed 
additional reinforcements on the 
island since Oct, 15.

line was sold. 

The padlocking order’ affects 32 
stations in the Windsor District, 24 
in London and 22 in Hamilton. 
Each ‘operator is being served with 
a special order which prohibits him

TRULY CANADIAN NAVY 

Mr. Macdonald said the destroy- 

ers Restigouche, Skeena, Saguenay 


and Assiniboine, lost in action in 
this war, “have written into our 


history pages as glorious as those| 


which concern the rivers whose 
names they bear ... but their glory 
is the glory of the men who man 
them. ‘ 


“These men have come in great 
number from the Maritime prov- 
inces of Canada, both east and 
west, but the inland provinces 
have given a remarkable response 
to the call of the sea for men. 
Our Navy is a truly Canadian 
Navy, recruited from all parts of 
the country, and every part of 
Canada has a stake in it, a stake 
in money and, more important, a 
stake in men.” 

Mr. Macdonald recalled that to- 
day was the anniversary of the 
Battle of Trafalgar and predicted 
“the 21st day of October in the year 
1942 will, I believe, be regarded as 
significant in the history of the 
Royal Canadian Navy and, indeed, 
in the history of Canada.”

An announcement said Rios had 
accepted the resignations, but ask-| 
ed the ministers to tontinue in 
their posts until a new cabinet was 
named, It said the president would 
“solve the crisis within the next 48 
hours.”

With Banquet 


Convention of Edmonton city 
teachers came to a close Tuesday 
night when 75 representatives of 
the different sections attended a 
banquet at the Corona hotel. 


Business part of the convention 
was concluded Tuesday afternoon 
at Westglen school when all the 
teachers met in general session. 

Guest speaker at the banquet was 
Dr. W. G. Hardy, University of Al- 
berta, who outlined, with the as- 
sistance of a series of slides, the 
“bridge” by which the culture of 
Egypt and Babylon passed on 
through Greece to the modern 
civilizations,

In his opening remarks, Dr, 
Hardy suggested that a more 
thorough study of history at this 
time would do away with some of 
the mistakes that have been re- 
sponsible for many people losing 
thrir homelands to aggressor na- 
tions, 

He referred to the fall of former 
civilizations to point out that loss 
of the present war would mean the 
loss of this civilization. 

With the help of pictures Dr 
Hardy showed highlights of the life 
of the Minoans of Crete who ruled 
the world from 2,000 to 1,400 B.C, 

He showed how highly artistic 
they were and how widely expand- 
ed were their manufacturing indus- 
fry, their trade connections and 
their ways of life. 


OUTLINES C.T.F, AIMS 

During the closing session of 
the convention Tuesday afternoon, 
Raymond E. Shaul, president of the 
Canadian Teachers’ Federation, out- 
lined briefly the aims and objects 
of the C.T.F., stating that a recent 
amendment to the constitution has 
made it possible for the organiz- 
ation to explore the social and eco- 
nomic fields in their relationships 
to education. 

In this regard, he stated that tie 
C.T.F. has representation on a com- 
mittee on rehabilitation set up by 
the Canada and Newfoundland 
Education Association, which works 
closely with the national committee 
on rehabilitation. 

Mr. Shaul argued that through 
this committee mainly it isi hoped 
that a nation-wide equalization of 
educational opportunities for child- 
ren of parents from all walks of life, 
will eventually be effected. 

He used findings of Edmonton's 
situation as an example of the dis- 
crepancies in educational oppor- 
tunities. A child of well-to-do 
Parents has a 90 per cent chance 
to complete his high school edu- 
cation while one of laborer par- 
ents has only a 20 per cent 
chance, Mr. Shaul stated. 


This situation will be equalized 
enly when the Domminion govern- 
ment. takes over the responsibility 
of educational aid, he said. 

Earlier in the day the teachers 
heard a panel discussion on “Co- 
operation between School and Com. 
munity in the Dévelopment of the 
Child” with Reg. T. Rose, Rev. 
Daniel Young, Mrs. E. C. Pardee, L. 
Bercuson and R, B. Walls, partici- 
pating. 

Mrs. Pardee, head of the St. 
John's Ambulance branch for Nor- 
thern Alberta emphasized that the

Self-Protection 


It is a good thing for every person in 
Canada that the $4,800 per minute our 
Government is spending for war purposes 
is being raised in Canada by taxes and 
loans, and not obtained from some outside 
source. Suppose the war funds were bor- 
rowed in London or New York, where 
peacetime loans were often made, what 
would be the result of the flood thus re- 
leased in the Dominion without a corres- 
ponding draw-back of the outpouring cur- 
rency? 

The results would be substantially the 
Same as when boom conditions develop in 
any locality because of an inflow of out- 
side money. An orgy of buying would 
sweep the country; an orgy which no sys- 
tem of wartime controls would be able to 
prevent or even check, Black markets 
would generate and operate, despite all 
that official vigilance could do. There 
would be undercover buying and selling of 
all sorts of unnecessary things all over the 
Dominion, with a steady and fast upward 
movement of prices of both luxuries and 
necessities. 

And, after the spree was over, must 
come the'inevitable slump, with poverty 
and destitution in the wake of the collapse, 

By taxing back and borrowing back 
the wartime spending, the outflow of 
money from the federal treasury is bal- 
anced by an inflow of like proportions. 
It is thus possible to control prices, pre- 
vent boom conditions, and at the same 
time enable, and in measure coinpel, peo- 
ple to lay away a part of their wartime 
earnings against future need. 

To be asked to buy a Victory Bond is 
not to be asked to do oneself an injury, but 
a double benefit. The benefit of helping to 
keep conditions stable now, and that of 
building protection against future adverse 
conditions and old age. To buy bonds is of 
course the public duty of every person 
who can do so. But it is also an act of 
personal self-protection, for both the pres- 
ent and the future.

The U-Boats 
The curtain of official secrecy has 
been lifted at London, to disclose that 


carefully kept records show 530 enemy 
submarines have been destroyed or dam- 
aged since the beginning of the war. As 
the Admiralty is very exacting in such 
matters, no doubt others have also gone 
to the bottom or been put out of commis- 
aa without dependable proof being avail- 
able, 


This figure does not include U-boats 
sunk by French forces before the collapse, 
by the Free French since then, nor 
the large number reported sunk . or 
damaged by Russian forces in the Baltic 
and in Arctic waters. Nor is it to be for- 
gotten that submarine plants and bases in 
Germany and in the occupied countries 
have been and are being bombed intensive- 
ly and systematically. This stoppage of 
construction and interference with opera- 
tion may have been as important in curb- 
ing the menace as the sinking and crippl- 
ing of raiding craft at sea. 

This information links up with official 
statements that Allied ship-yards are now 
turning out new vessels faster than car- 
riers are being sunk. The shipping situa- 
tion is of course still serious, so serious 
that Allied operations on every front are 
hindered and limited by a scarcity of ton- 
nage to transport men and supplies. But 
the handicap is being overcome by “pincer” 
operations on the part of our fighting 
forces and ship-builders. The submarines 
are being hunted with success and their 
construction and action interfered with; 
while new merchant vessels are more than 
making up for those they destroy. 

The battle of the sea lanes has not yet 
been won. It may not be won for many 
months, But at long last it is going in 
our favor. If we still have cause for anxi- 
ety, 0 now has the enemy. For no one 
knows better than Goering and Raeder 
that when the effectiveness of the sub- 
marines has been cut in half their chance 
to win the war will have passed.

Is There Planning for Producti 


Haphazard Methods In 
Crop Selection Could 


Prove Ruinous 
By HAROLD L, WEIR 


As we hear of shortages in sugar, 
in beef, in pork and in other nat- 
ural products of this country, Can- 
adians are moved to wonder—to 
wonder very anxiously—if there is 
any ordered planning for foodstuffs 
production in Canada. 

Certainly, if the multitude of fer- 
tile acres in this country are to be 
utilized accord- 
ing to individual 
whims and with- 
out any regard 
to the funda- 
mental require- 
ments of our- 
selves and our 
allies, such hap- 
hazard — selection 
of crops is al- 
most sure to 
prove ruinous. 

Without some . ri 
ordered produc- Harold L. Weir 
tion in war industry, we would have 
chaos. Factories with a preference 
for the manufacture of small arms, 
for instance, would be 
these out in unusable quantities, 
while the manufacture of heavier 
equipment might languish, or vice 
versa, 

Why is this ordered planning in 
war industry not considered equal- 
ly vital in agriculture? 

Agriculture is one of the basic 
war agencies. Food and weapons 
are of equal importance. 


Feed the World 


Here on this North American 
continent, and particularly in Can- 
ada, are stretches of tremendously 
fertile soil that could be made to 
feed the entire earth. 

One would think, then, that this 
gigantic asset would be made to 


turning | 


yield something like maximum re- 
sults. One would expect, as in 
other war industries, that the pro- 
ductive capacity of every acre 
would be strictly controlled and 
organized so that each field would 
have its allotted productive duty 
regulated in the interests of the 
larger requirements of the nation. 

In brief, one would expect that 
each farm would be made to pro- 
duce in conformity with a national 
plan, so that the chance of sur- 
pluses and shortages would be re- 
duced to a minimum 

This would be the logical and or- 
derly and efficient way of doing it. 

Perhaps some such plan is being 
considered at Ottawa. 

If so, it would add to the confi- 
dence of the Canadian people if 
they would told something about it. 

We certainly expect the produc- 
tion of our food to be as orderly 
and considered as the production of 
our tanks and planes. 

Anything less than that falls 
lamentably short of total war. Any- 
thing less than that falls very far 
short of even ordinary efficiency. 


Transportation 


We hear a great deal about trans- 
portation difficulties in this war. | 
And there is no doubt that our faci- 
lities for moving goods are being 
taxed to the very limit. 

In a large sprawling country, like 
this one, transportation will always 
be a major problem. In wartime, 
when huge quantities of goods and 
materials must be moved safely 
and with the utmost despatch, 
transportation becomes an acute 
and pressing problem, 

Perhaps nothing would so tend 
towards the solution of this pro- 
blem as orderly planning in agri- 
culture. 

It would not be possible, of 
course, to produce all crops and 
all agricultural products close to 
the point of consumption. But a! 
great improvement could be effect- 


ed along this line. Millions of rail- 
way miles could be saved every 
year with drastic planning and ade- 
quate agriculture control, so that 
the movement of foodstuffs would 
be minimized in every possible 
way. 

Has this angle of the situation 
even been considered in Ottawa? 

If so no one has heard anything 
about it. 


Farmers’ Welfare 


Now, how does the well-being of 
the farmer come into this picture? 

The farmer would be immeasur- 
ably benefitted by orderly planning 
of agricultural production. 


At present he endeavors to raise 
those crops which he believes, on 
the basis of totally inadequate in- 
formation, will bring him the high- 
est prices in the open market. 

This places him outside the 
mechanism of security which has 
been set up to protect every other 
war producer. 


The manufacturer of planes, 
tanks and guns is assured of an 
immediate market for his product. 
In effect, he is guaranteed a fair 
profit on his work. 


The farmer, on the other hand, 
is engaged in a haphazard business. 
He is at the mercy of the elements. 
He has no way of knowing whether 
his produce will have ready sale or 
will remain on his hands. He has 
no assurance of parity prices. 

In other words, his business has 
not been brought into relation with 
the economic structure of the Dom- 
inion. 

Controlled planning, in line with 
the controlled planning in war in- 
dustry, would assure him of imme- 
diate markets, of parity prices and 
of crops most suited to his soil. It 
would tend to minimize the costs of 
production, 

Planned agricultural production 
in this country has become an ur- 
gent necessity.

OTTAWA — With one exception, 
Maxime Raymond's first campaign 
speech (broadcast from Montreal 
on Oct, 11) as the leader of the new

Dive-Bombing During Desert Night.

The whole of the flat one-mile-square desert plateau was 
bathed in brilliant, hard, white light from the flares the plane 
had dropped. For a minute or so the plane merely circled 
casually while we huddled down in our very shallow trenches, 
waiting for it to come at us.

Thus, at dinner time, ‘Once there 
was a little boy whose mother 
called him to dinner. First he went | 
into the bathroom and washed his 
hands well with soap. Then he 
wiped them good and dry, Then he 
ran to the table and picked up his 
bib. Then he tied his bib good and | 
tight around his neck,” and so on | 
and on, I needn't tell you that any | 
little boy would be happier to illus- 
trate this story in his own behavior 
than to run like anything just be- 
cause his mother said it was time 
to come to dinner 

The child nourished on nursery 
rhymes finds himself possessed of 
a stout foundation of sing-song 
rhythms from which to build a last- 
ing enjoyment in more subtle | 
rhythms and more sophisticated 
tales.

0 Teachers 
Required For 
Rural Schools 


As a result of recent teacher 
placements, vacancies for rural | 
teachers in Alberta have beenre | 
duced from 75 a fortnight ago to 
50 at the present time, according 
to a report received Wednesday 
from Dr, G. Fred McNally, deputy 
minister of education, 

Shortage of teachers is most acute 
in districts in northern Alberta, in- | 
cluding McLennan and other points | 
on the N.A.R., it was stated. 

Ten days ago 30 teachers were 
needed in the Athabasca school 
division, but this number has now 
been reduced to five. 

The department expects vacancies 
will be filled before long in all 
rural schools as former teachers 
return to classrooms. 

In this connection, an order-in- 
council passed by the provincial 
government recently gives the min- 
ister of education power “to extend, 
reinstate or revive any teacher's 
certificate of the Second Class, or of 
a higher @lass, nor or formerly valid 
in Alberta, whether current, lapsed 
or expired, as the case may be, on 
such terms or conditions as may to 
him seem necessary and proper 
within the period of duration of the 
present war.” 

It was explained this would make 
it possible for the department to 
obtain the services of those who had 
been formerly employed as teach- 
ers.

Back 14 years ago people 
laughed when he predicted that 
Edmonton would some day have 
an air harbor, They don’t laugh 
now. 

Actually the term air harbor is 
well chosen. 

“Look at this tower. It’s just like 
the bridge of a ship,” Capt. Bell | 
said.

OLD OUTMODED 

Despite the fact that older admin- 
istration offices ranked high as 
being the most modern ever, when 
they went into service just a few 
years ago the breath-taking ad- 
vances made in the aviation arts 
have left these establishments out- 
moded. They now belong definite- 
ly to the oxcart days of aviation. 
The handsome new building, fin- 
ished in grey stucco, represents the 
streamlined age of aviation which 
has arrived. 

It’s not so very many years ago 
that Blatchford Field, named after 
the late Mayor Kenneth A. Blatch- 
ford, was officially opened. There 
were no smooth hard-surfaced run- 
Ways, no towering radio beam sta- 
tion masts, no magnificent array of 
of colored Janding lights. A few 
oddly-shaped flying machines — the 
puffing Billies of the aerial age— 
that were taking venturesome men 
and women to the Arctic regions, 
and a few Gypsy Moths, were the 
only machines seen at the hig field 
north of the city. 

It was in 1928 that Charles “Cy” 
Becker flew the first airmail to the 
far north, cut it from a cow pasture 
airfield that the flight was made in 
an ancient Bellanco machine.
